Such sn inguiry, sald Roev. Gordon, sug-

“First—Whut is the meaning ¢f this reso-
Iution!? Itcontaing o declaration and @ reconi-
miendntion. 'The deelnration is very earefully
drawn: '‘The general assembly would vemiond
all under its core that it I8 o fundwmental
dootrine that the old ind new testaments nro
the inspired and infallible wora of God,  Our
church holds that the luspired  word, ns it
came from God, is without error.’ It will be
noticed that the more unusunl word *inereant’
s net used und that the expressions are “in-
spived,” “Infullible,’ ‘without error. This is
not pssorted of the King James or revised
yversions, orof the bible as we have 1, with
possibie crrors of printers or thelr predeces
BOLs, the copyists or transintors. 'Ourchurch
holds that the inspired word, as it came from
God, is without error.” To deny this is to
contemplate the possibility of un inspired
word a8 it came feom God, or an coriginal
autograph’ that containg errors, thus admit-
ting the possibility thot Clod could originnte
errors.  Such o possibility is subversive of
all revealed religion

*The recommendation accompanying this
Aeclaration is osddressed to offeers of the
church, thus recognizing the basul theory of
Presbyterian church government, that doce-
trinal lists ave applied to ofticers, while
none are apolied w ecommunicints In
ndmitting members to the church we never
asle of them assent to a ereed,  In inducting
ofmicers into ofce we alwoays do. It says:
Hf they change their belief on this point
Christian honor demands that they should
withdraw from our miolstry.' It puts no
stiin on their churncters, does not attempt
to coerce thelr consclences, but asks them to
quietly withdraw and atwuch themselyes to
pome church with which they are more in
harmony.

Rev, Cramblet beran by quoting, ns his
text, IKlnps, xviil, 185: “Art thou he thiat
troubleth Israel!™  He lHkeood the condition
which existed fn the time of Ahab to that at
the present time, showing that when the
ery of veform went forth it was met by the
ery that the reformers were  bringing
trouble upon the ¢ity or state, Such a
churge was merely dust w blind the eyes of
the people to the true state of affairs, The
fallure to enforee our laws relating to gam-
bling und the soeful evil, and. the sharing by
the municipnl pavernment in the revenucs
derived from these vicious sources traduced
much wore the nwme of our fair city thiun
uny rebukes administered by reformers.
Things had come toa pretty pass when' our
city nuthorities replied to those fwho asked
for the enforcement of laws that fanatics
knew ndthing about matters practicul,

The spenker then proceeded to examine
the nature of gambling and the position or
relution of the gumbler to the community,
He was not o producer but lived upon che
goin of others. ‘Lhe extent of the gambliug
evil was proat. 1t ineluded the small boy
who played marbles for keep, the mon who
ossed 4 nickel to see who should pay ear
are, and the g ay compauy in the parlor who

layed whist for 1 lees. Atlin pts
nd  been mude 10 RSO e
ling on the  ground that it wos

the result of o nntural propensity among
men, but this he did not believe. Gambling
wits called chance, but thers waos no such
thing nas  chance, Upon  becoming  on-
lightened men see that all things are goy-
erned by law, Thoe pagan ’lw!i--\'ml in chance
He lnvished money at the altar of fortune,
thinking chanee would fuvor him. But a
civilized people did not believe in such o
theory., The gamller himself did not be-
lieve in chance.  He Ionded s dice, marked
his eards. put springs in his foro box, fixed
his wheel of fortune so that he could stop it
wherever he chose,  He was the most svien-
tifie man in the city.

Gumbling deadened the conscience, the
moral sensibilities of men, and In this way
wis injurions to soclety, The remedy was
not in the daily press, which waa filled with
necounts of prize flghts, horse racing anmd
similar mntters; nor in the legislature,
which was dominated by the immoral ele-
ment, but in a hotter education of con-
science,  The idea that gambling is a
moral wrong shoald be so strongly and gen-
crally impressed that mien would resist all
temptations to gamble. If trae to Christ,
men would be sufe from all such temptations,
